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Scraps For Poultry. 


A good many poultry keepers «lo not 
Utilise to the best advantage tbe waste 
whk-b Invariably occurs in the bouse, 
no matter bow well managed its af¬ 
faire may be, and It Is this fact which 
often results in their food bill for the 
birds being so much more than a neigh¬ 
bor'* who may keep the same number 
of hints, says the poultry expert of the 
Londou Mall. Tbe judicious use of 
bouse scraps will save a good deni lu 
the food bill during the year. No pat- 
eut food is equal to refuse from the 
kitchen, for from "this the birds gel 
practically everything required for 
makiug llesb ami for. tbe production of 
eggs, a few note* on tbe subject may 
therefore prove of use to some of our 
readers. It is well “It* keep a special 
can or pall for tbe reception of the 
scrap*. uud wbeu sufficient have Itecu 
obtained or some are warned warm 
them up first thing in the morning and 
mix with a little meal. Ho not mix too 
much bread with tbe scrap*. If you 
have a great deni of waste bread, soak 
It iu cold water and give it with tbe 
evening meal prior to the food of corn. 

If you only have a little bread, mix It 
with the scraps, but tirst of all soak It 
with water and then squeooe well be¬ 
fore putting with the scraps, it is ad 
visatde when giving bread before tbe 
evening meal not to give wheal, as tbl* 
is apt to cause diarrhea under these cir¬ 
cumstances, but give oats, barley or 
French buckwheat. Where there are 
only a few house scraps and a good 
many fowls give them alone tirst tlilug 
In the morning aud then some com. 

Till* will save the mixing of meal. 

A few words as to the scraps them- | 
selves. Do not give large and wide 
pieces of bacon rind. as. if swallowed 
whole, they will cause a stoppage iu ! 
tbe gizzard or crop. Give narrow | 
pieces. Again, do not give large pieces 
of gristle for the same reason, and It Is ' 
a* well to keep Ash bones out of tbe ] 
scraps, as these are often the cause of I 
inflamed crop*. Cold rice pudding fre- j 
quently figures among scrups, but It I 
should not be given, if sloppy, to tbe I 
chickens, for it has a bad effect on tbe 1 
bowels. Do not give muuy potatoes or I 
potato peelings.

A Pretty Story of How Mr Bry¬ 
an Cared For a Home¬ 
less Jcpamse. 


Yamachita Yaschichuro, widely 
known as “Bryan’s Jap.” is now act ' 
ing-as official guide for W; J. Bryan in 
bts journey through Japan, and is en¬ 
joying an opportunity of repaying in ' 
part the -hospitality he received for 
several years at Mr. Bryan's home. 
Miss Grace Bryan and William J. 
Bryan. Jr./have been guests at the 
home of Yamachita, in Tokio, while 
Mr. and Mrs. Bryan have been enter¬ 
tained by Field Marshall I to. 

Yamachita has been married since 
his return to Tokio la*t year, and has 
a home in Tokio which Miss Bryan 
characterizes as “too cunning for any¬ 
thing.” He has become prominent as 
a speaker, and is achieving the ambi¬ 
tion of becoming identified with the 
politics of Japan. 

The young Japanese came to America 
about seven years ago to obtain an edu¬ 
cation. He has little money, but a 
vast amount of perseverence. For a 
time he was a student at the University 
of California. He came to the conclu¬ 
sion that W. J. Bryan was the great 
man of the country, and left Berkeley 
to make the Nebraskan his godfather. 

In Japan ft is the custom for every 
youth who desires a higher learning 
and is without the means of education 
himself, to go to the dwelling of the 
greatest mao of the neighborhood and 
there prostrate himself with his fore¬ 
head on the threshold until found and 
taken within the house. Then, if the 
youth proved to be worthy, it is the 
doty of the great man to adopt him as 
a godson, make him a member of his 
own household, and aid him in every 
way to obtain a good education. 

Yamachita reached Lincoln, Neb., : 
one afternoon m the summer of 1900, 
and gave his last coin to a messenger 
bo;- co guide him to the home of the 
"great man.” There the young Japan¬ 
ese prostrated himself on the threshold 
and waited. 

Nobody was at home. Mrs. Bryan 
and children were out of town, and Mr. 
Bryan was on a campaigning tour. 
The afternoon deepened into night, but 
the Japanese boy knelt on the threshold 
until, at last, overcome by fatigue, he 
fell asleep. 

Mr. Bryan reached Lincoln about 2 
o'clock the next morning, and was driv¬ 
en to his residence, and hurried up the 
steps. At the doorway he stumbled 
over the Japanese, collared him, drag¬ 
ged him into the house and turned on ! 
,the light. 

j "You Mr. Bryan. You great man,” | 
aaid Yamachita. “I come to stay." | 

*To stay!” echoed Mr. Bryaa, and in 
his amaxment he relaxed his grip on 
the youth’s collar. 

Yamachita knelt at his feet, still 
smiling. “Yea, 1 come to stay. You 
greatest man in America. You be my 
godfather and help me to grow wise, 
most worshipful and illustrious one.” 

“All right. Let's go to bed. ” said 
Mr. Bryan. He showed the youth a 
room, and for more than four years 
Yamachita was an inmate of the Bryan 
househole. 

In the University of Nebraska Yama¬ 
chita was one of the most industrious 
students. He gained his bachelor's de¬ 
gree in 1904, and that fall sailed for

To fatten fowls they are con fined in 
coops or pen* and fed at regular pe¬ 
riod* on n fixed diet, says American 
Poultry Journal. When first shut up 
they are fasted for about twelve hours, 
to give them an appetite for the new 
treatment. They are fed three times 
a day at stated time*. The food usual¬ 
ly consists of soft meal, cum meal, pea 
meal, barley meal or ground oats. 
This Is mixed to a thin state with 
skim milk au«l given lu a wooden 
trough. fastened to the front of the 
coop or pen. At the end of about a 
week tbe food is made thicker; some 
beef or mutton fat Is added, the quan¬ 
tity of which is gradually Increased. 
No water is required and grain la not 
necessary, though some fatter* give 
boiled barley for tbe last feed In tbe 
day. Some flint grit Is provided and 
some boiled nettle* two or three times 
a week. Tbe food must never he given 
when stale or sour. If a bird appears 
not to thrive during the process It 
sbonld be turned out in an often run 


The duck is very easily distinguished 
from the drake by Its heavy, coarse 
voice. The drake has a lighter, hoarse 
quack, as If he had a bad cold and was 
losing bl* voice. Adult drakes usually 
have a pronounced curl in tbe tall 
featherm, though this will sometimes 
be found ou ducks. The voice is the 
best method of determining the sex. as 
after you have handled a few of them 
you cannot mistake the loud, heuvy 
voiced quack of the duck. There aboukl 
be very Uttle difficulty In distinguish¬ 
ing between the tom and ben in tur¬ 
keys. The tom. or gobbler, has very 
heavy throat waddles, carries Itself 
very differently from the female and 
to much more aggressive. When fully 
mature and strutting about the farm 
yard, there should not be the slightest 
difficulty In telling the gobbler.—R* 
liable Poultry Journal.

Farm Bargains, 


The average rate of hoof growth in a 
horse Is about one-third of an inch a 
month, says Farm Journal. Hind hoofs 
grow faster thau fore hoofs, and un¬ 
shod ones grow faster than shod ones 
The time required for the horn to grow 
from the coronet to the ground, though 
Influenced to a slight degree by the 
cited conditions, varies In proportion to 
the distance of the coronet from the 
ground. At the toe. deismdiug on its 
height, the born grows down In eleven 
to thirteen months, at the wall In six 
to eight months and at the heels In 
three to five months. We can thus esti 
mate with tolerable accuracy the time 
required for the disappearance of such 
defects In the hoof as cracks and rlefta. 


In au address before the British ttci 
eutifle association Professor Darwin 
sal radium v as a substance which 
was perhaps millions of times more 
powerful ihuu dynamite. Thus it was 
estimated that au ounce of radium 
would contain enough power to raise 
10.000 tons a mile above the earth’s 
surface.
